Goli Psoduetion.—The gold yield during July, 1919, was 5,310 oz. crude, 
equal to 5,246 oz. fine, valued at £22,281, and showed a decrease of 
648 oz. fine, and £2,755 in value, compared with July of last year. 
The value of the gold produced during the seven months was £137,073, 
and showed a (epee of 18,328 oz. fine, and £77,855 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year, 


Land Selections.—During July 198 applications were made for 121,458 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 55,816 acres, representing 67 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 1,107, and the,area applied for 999,000 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
ist January is 522,024 acres, representing 917 blocks, 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in Juiy, 1919, prices were 52°9 per cent. higher than: 
in July, 1914; 13-8 per cent. higher than in July, 1918; and 0:4 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, June, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in: 
July, 1919, 75-2 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 9-02 per cent. 
higher than in July, 1918 ; and 1-27 higher than June, 1919.

Vita! Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—July, 1919.—The births registered 
numbered 1,584, equal to 23-98 per 1,000 of population per annum ; of 
the total, 825 were males and 759 females. The rate is exceedingly 
low, being 16 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 


The deaths numbered 1,689 namely, 874 males and 815 females. 
The mortality rate of 25°57 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
abnormal, being 112 per cent. above the average of the previous five 
years. The high rate is attributable to the deaths from influenza, 782 
deaths being ascribed to this cause during the month. Of these, 616 
were certified as due to pneumonic-influenza, 66 to influenza, and 100 
to influenza with pneumonia, The deaths were above the average in all 
age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 102°9 per 1,000 births, and is 44°9 per 
cent. above the average for the month of July, for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
July, 593 new buildings, as compared with 471 in July, 1918. 

The total for the seven months, January to July, was 3,502 as com- 
pared with 2,942 during the corresponding period of 1918.

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No. 67.—New South Wales Wheat Areas, 1919. 


The collection of the particulars relating to the wheat areas sown during the current season 
has advanced sufficiently to enable a fair estimate to be made. 

Owing to the dry weather during the ploughing and sowing seasons, it was anticipated that 
the area sown this year would show 2 considerable reduction, and, compared with the actual areas 
sown in 1918-19, it appears there was a decrease of 233,680 acres, cr of 7.3 per cent. 

The area has been reduced throughout the whole of the wheat districts proper, the decrease 
wanging from 6 per cent. in the Riverina to 16 per cent. in the South Western Slope. 

In the northern portion of the State about the same area was sown as in the previous year, 
‘but the area set apart for hay was three times greater than the area cut in 1918-19. This is probably 
due to the drought conditions existing iu that portion of the State. 

In the Central Divisions the decrease in wheat areas was 77,960 acres, or 7 per cent., and in 
the Southern Divisions 158,760 acres, or 9 per cent. 

The decrease in the wheat area is due on one hand to the cultivation of smaller areas on the 
various holdings, and on the other hand to the fact that the number of wheat holdings has declined. 
Thus, in 1918 wheat was grown on 17,024 holdings, but in the current season on 16,277, a decrease of 
747, or 4 4 per cent. 

The rainfall in the wheat districts during the first four months of the present year was below 
the average. In May, hotvever, splendid rains were recorded throvghout the State, the falls being 
considerably in excess of the average at almost all recording stations. During the winter months 
the rainfall was deficient, and pastoralists and agriculturists alike passed through a very anxious 
time. ‘The drought conditions were not broken until August, but the rainfall during that month was 
not sufficient for requirements. Further rain, however, fell in September, which no doubt benefited 
the crops, the southern areas of the State being the most favoured.
